by  State  Superintendent  Patterson,  and  your  committee  thought 
advisable  to   introduce  them  into  our  schools. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  voters  of  this  school  district 
to  the  condition  of  the  "Rocks"  school.  The  number  of  scholars, 
spring  term,  fifty  ;  number  fall  term,  forty-nine.  Now  where  are 
the  teachers  who  can  take  a  mixed  school  of  so  many  scholars,  and 
so  many  small  ones,  and  do  justice,  either  to  themselves  or  the 
school?  During  a  visit  to  this  school  by  a  member  of  the  Board,  it 
was  noticed  that  the  teacher  was  obliged  to  hear  one  or  two  classes 
during  recess,  and  keeping  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  after  the  usual 
time.  This  should  not  be  so,  and  we  would  urge  upon  the  minds 
of  the  voters  of  this  town,  the  necessity  of  dividing  the  school.  We 
hope  the  parents  having  children  to  send  to  school  will  see  to  it 
that  something  be  done  in  the  near  future  to  the  advantage  of  this 
school. 

We  think  the  schools  have  made  as  much    advancement   as    rea- 
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sonably  could  be  expected.  When  we  stop  and  think  that  we  have 
only  had  twenty-one  weeks'  schooling  and  thirty-one  weeks'  vaca- 
tion, can  we  reasonably  expect  a  great  gain  ? 

We  hope  next  year  we  may  have  more    schooling.     It  seems   as 
though  the  majority  of  voters  having  children   to  send    to  school 
would  see  that  more  money  was  raised.
